Senator By rd Demands That 
Measu re Redu ce Ex ­ 
penses as Well as 
Inefficiency . 


Washington, March 16 (ZP)— 
Senator By rd (D-Va) demanded 
today that the gov ernment re­ 
organization bill be fashioned 
into a two-edged weapon for 
cu tting federal ex penditu res as 
well as inefficiency . 
Shortly before the hou se-ap­ 
prov ed measu re was brou ght u p 
for debate in the senate at noon, 
By rd declared he wou ld offer 
some “strong economy amend­ 
ments.” 
“They wou ld prov ide for re­ 
trenchment wherev er possible,” 
he said, “as a way to start cu t­ 
ting federal ex penditu res in the 
interest of a balanced bu dget.” 
The reorganization debate ap ­ 
peared likely to ov ershadow for 
the present the controv ersy ov er 
another 
q u estion 
of 
federal 
spending — President 
Roose­ 
v elt’s req u est for a $150,000,000 
emergency relief fu nd. 
His 
recommendation, 
once 
tu rned down by congress, is 
pending before a hou se su bcom­ 
mittee, which called WPA Ad­ 
ministrator F. C. Harrington back 
to the capitol today for fu rther 
ex amination on relief needs. 
Adv ocates of the By rd pro­ 
posals ex pressed the belief they 
wou ld giv e the senate economy 
bloc a rally ing point at a time 
when many members are talk­ 
ing abou t cu tting ex penditu res 
as a means of inspiring bu sines/ 
confidence. 
By rd’s proposals were ex pect­ 
ed to draw the fire of adminis­ 
tration leaders, whose emphasis 
throu ghou t the long battle ov er 
reorganization has been p rimar­ 
ily on increasing the efficiency 
of federal bu reau s. Su pporters 
of the bill, howev er, argu e that 
gov ernment reorganization inev ­ 
itably wou ld bring some sav ing. 
Some senators declared the 
major argu ment probably wou ld 
be ov er x proposal by Senator 
Wheeler (D-Mont) that congress 
retain the final word on all re­ 
organization orders issu ed by the 
President. 
In its present form, the bill 
wou ld permit an order to become 
effectiv e in 60 day s u nless both 
hou ses of congress adopted a 
nu llify ing resolu tion. 
Wheeler wou ld req u ire that

Chu kar Partridges 
" Are Released Here 


Twenty -fou r Chu kar p artridg­ 
es, a new bird for Ru sh cou nty , 
were liberated near here Thu rs­ 
day morning. 
These birds were prov ided by 
the state conserv ation dep art­ 
ment in cooperation with the 
Ru sh cou nty conserv ation clu b. 
The state is distribu ting Chu k­ 
ar partridges in v ariou s p arts 
of the state as an ex periment, 
and conserv ation dep artment of­ 
ficials are anx iou s to keep a 
check on these birds in Ru sh 
cou nty . 
It was pointed ou t that re­ 
ports of the partridges’ activ i­ 
ties, su ch as nesting, feeding and 
other habits, shou ld be made to 
Blanchard Ketchem, local game 
warden. The law protects these 
birds, and all sportsmen in the 
cou nty are asked to see that the 
partridges are protected in ev ery 
way . 
Acting u nder state instru c­ 
tions, the birds were liberated in 
one grou p and not separated in­ 
to pairs. The partridges were 
freed on a farm north of Ru sh­ 
v ille. 
In size, Chu kar partridges are 
between a q u ail and pheasant. 
They hav e red bills, red legs and 
a slate-colored body with breast 
markings similar to those of a 
q u ail.

Washington, March 16 (AV-A 
new refu gee problem, growing 
ou t of the dissolu tion of Czecho­ 
slov akia, was added today to the 
ex isting stru ggle to care for Ger- 
man-Jewisn refu gees. 
As American officials closely 
followed central Eu ropean dev el­ 
opments to determine how they 
wou ld affect the United States, 
it was estimated that there are 
376 ,000 Jews in Czecho-Slov akia. 
A large portion of Czech Jews, 
it is believ ed here, will be re­ 
q u ired throu gh German pressu re 
to leav e Bohemia and Slov akia. 
Dispatches reaching Washington 
disclose that ev en before the 
breaku p of the post-war repu b­ 
lic, Adolf Hitler had brou ght 
pressu re to bear on the Pragu e 
gov ernment toward this end. 
The inter-gov emmental refu ­ 
gee committee set u p in London 
on the initiativ e of President 
Roosev elt and Secretary Hu ll 
shortly will see what steps can be 
taken to aid the Czech Jews. 
If Germany absorbs Bohemia 
and 
Slov akia politically , 
the 
problem will be simplified, be­ 
cau se the mandate of the inter- 
gov emmental committee cov ers 
refu gees either in German terri­ 
tory or those who hav e been 
obliged to leav e German terri­ 
tory . 
If Germany does not actu ally 
annex Bohemia and Slov akia, 8,- 
000 or more Jews in former 
Cz e c h o-Slov akia nev ertheless 
will come u nder the mandate of 
the London committee becau se

A commit­ 
tee now is in British Gu iana, on 
the northeast coast of Sou th 
America, making an inv estiga­ 
tion with this in mind. 
When the new land is decided 
on, the inter-gov ernmental com­ 
mittee will receiv e American fi­ 
nancial assistance in helping set­ 
tle the Jews there.

Chicago, March 16 (A5)—Czech 
and Slov ak peoples will fight u n­ 
ceasingly for restoration of a 
free homeland, say s former Pres­ 
ident Benes of Czechoslov akia. 
Breaking his silence on Eu ro­ 
pean dev elopments, Dr. Benes is­ 
su ed a statement last night 
branding the newest dismem­ 
berment of his cou ntry as a 
“shocking international crime.” 
He called u pon Czechs and Slo­ 
v aks to “prepare for the freedom 
of ou r nation in a free Eu rope.” 
The shattering of the little re­ 
pu blic, he said, was bu t another 
chap ter in their “centu ry old 
fight for national liberty and ex ­ 
istence.” 
A tense and tearfu l crowd of 
sev eral thou sands Czechs and 
Slov aks heard the statement 
read at a protest meeting last 
night. Dr. Benes’ prediction that 
a 
free Czechoslov akia wou ld 
again emerge 
brou ght 
wild 
cheering from the throng. 
Bu t for the most‘p art the au d­ 
ience sat in fu neral silence, 
seemingly 
cru shed 
in 
spirit. 
Women sobbed withou t restraint 
as one speaker declared “ou r rel­ 
ativ es ov er there are being called 
to concentration camps.”

Czechoslov akian ambassador to 
Great Britain and son of the 
fou nder of the repu blic, adv ised 
the au dience to prize their 
American citizenship, to “gath­ 
er arou nd the American flag.”

In Florida Send 
Big Smoke Clouds 


Fort Lauderdale, Fla., March 
16 (ZP) — A fire so huge th a t it 
generated rain slowly ate into 
nearly 15,000 acres of muck soil 
in the Ev erglades west of here 
today. 
The smoke p all ov er the blaz­ 
ing area obscured the sun and 
delayed air traffic between Mi­ 
ami and the north. Acres of Saw­ 
grass, baked by* the heat, caused 
the flames to sp read rap idly. 
A column of intense smoke, 
rising p erhap s a mile high, cov ­ 
ered the area north and west of 
the burning mucklands. From 
the smoke a slow drizzle of m ud­ 
dy rain fell, caused by the heat 
of the fire. 
Ernest Carson, Miami meTeor- 
ologist, said blazes of such ex­ 
tent an d intensity are rare, but 
when they occur they frequently 
generate their own rain. 
The 
heat causes a large column of 
air to ascend rap idly, exp anding 
as it rises. The exp ansion brings 
on condensation of w ater v ap or 
which falls as rain, he said. 
Southeasterly winds were ex­ 
p ected to keep the smoke away 
from Miami and other coastal 


centers today. The white shroud 
th at cov ered those cities yester­ 
day slowed traffic, caused ten 
automobile collisions. 
A p rolonged drought which left 
a heav y deficiency of rainfall in 
the p ast 15 m onths has lowered 
seriously the w ater lev el in ifche 
Ev erglades, m aking fires easily 
started and difficult to combat. 
Two hundred men with p lows, 
tractors and drags made little 
headway against the blaze, one 
of the largest in the history of 
white men in Florida. 
For centuries v egetation has 
liv ed and died in the Ev erglades. 
The v egetable m atter, p reserv ed 
by water, forms a black p eat th a t 
cov ers the barren coral bedrock 
to a dep th v arying from a few 
inches to 16 or 18 feet. This 
p eat can be p lowed and is said 
to be among the richest soils in 
the world. But when it is dry it 
will burn, often through its com­ 
p lete dep th, giv ing off a dull, 
red flame and v ast quantities of 
acrid smoke.
